Boris Savinkoff, assistant to acting | 
War Minister Kerensky, is conspicuous | 
in the Social Patriot party. He is one 
of the ‘most picturesque figures in the 
new cabinet. He comes from Warsaw, 
the son of a justice of the peace. 

There is nothing in the court romances 
ef Anthony Hope or George Barr Me- 
Cutcheon more dashing than the sudden 
rise of Boris Savinkoff. His early po- 
litical career was a series of adventures 
in terrorism. He participated in the 
plot leading up to the murder of Grand 
Duke Sergius in Moscow in 1905, after 
which he was an exile in ran and 
elsewhere.
